But tbe couvre-feu was known be­ 
fore William’® time, both In England 
and on tbe continent 
He did, indeed, 
Issue an edict on tbe subject, and al­ 
though this edict may Incidentally 
have helped to put down the Sax on 
beer clubs, which were hotbeds of 
political conspiracies, its primary aim 
was as a precaution against fire. That 
danger was an ever present one In 
those day s of chimney less 
wooden 
houses. 
The ancient city ordinances of Lon­ 
don abound in stringent fire regula­ 
tions. 
None of them, however, was 
more effective than the “ cover Are** 
belt, which us far back as the time 
of King Alfred was rung In certain 
places in England. 
William’s edict 
rendered compulsory an ancient cus­ 
tom. 
But it was a wise legislative 
act and not a bit of arbitrary ty ranny .

tention to railroading and trunsportn 
tion problems. 
ills first invention, 
the dy nagraph, was made in 187 4. He 
perfected the track lndlcatot in » 88e 
and three y ears later designed the ttrsi 
five inch steel rail used In America 
In 189 2 he Introduced the first six inch 
100 pound rails.

possible was tbe 
stremmatograph, an Instrument for ob­ 
taining and registering strains in rails 
under moving trains.

RINGS OF AIR. 


How to Blow Out a Lighted Candlo 
Twolvo F®«t Away. 
The distance from which an average 
man can blow out a candle rarely ex ­ 
ceeds three feet. 
If he to an adept at 
blowing smoke rings, however, a can­ 
dle may be ex tinguished at twelve feet. 
Of course the smoke tou’t necessary ’. 
An ordinary air ring will do and has 
the added advantage of being invisible. 
Simply pucker the mouth as y ou would 
to blow a smoke ring and ex pel air iu 
a quick, sbarp manner. 
It takes a 
good deal of practice to do it. 
An easier way to show the effect If 
one ia doubtful is to place a sheet of 
cloth or canvas over tlu* open side of 
a box otherwise closed, making a 
small, round hole iu another side. 
Then tap iu a sharp manner on the 
canvas and invisible air rings will ho 
produced. 
If the hole Is pointed at a 
person's face and the rings are made 
he will feel them as they strike hla 
face. Only a few trials are necessary 
to ex tinguish a candle at twelve feet. 
To render the rings visible a smudge 
may be bunted in the boi. or a small 
dish of ammonia may be placed side 
by side with a small dish of hy dro 
chloric acid, tin* combined fumes of 
these liquids making a dense smoke. 
The ex planation why one can put out 
the candle at twelve feet is that the 
energy of ex pulsion is conserved and 
practically all retniued in the smoke 
ring, while a simple blowing lias to 
set in motion a whole stream of air 
and to therefore wasteful, — Chicago 
Record Herald.

Honey is tin* bait with which the bee 
is induced to perform this task.

colored, fragrant petals of the blossom 
are the a dvertising signboard telling

If the blossom Is to set fruit 
the bee w Ith Its fuzzy l*ody must brush 
some of the y ellow dust called pollen 
from the male organs or anthers at 
the bottom of tin* blossom, deposit this 
pollen on the female organ 
c a ll e d tin* 
stigma. 
The blossoms are so arranged 
that to get at tin* honey the b ee must 
first brush, with its

Those Caused by Shrapnel Are Most 
Liable to Infection. 
A French doctor who w ent through 
the recent Balkan w a r gives an inter­ 
esting account of wounds and how 
they are got. 
Dr. Laurent's ex p erience shows that 
in modern warfare, where the soldier 
fires under cover us much as p ossible, 
ly ing p rone in a trench, bullets from 
the enemy either hit him on the head 
or catch liis hands. 
The right hand is 
p rotected by the rifle, so that it is the 
left th a t gets h ur t 
Many soldiers have had their lives 
saved by the chance p resence of a 
p ocket-book filled with p ap ers y r even 
of a metallic cigarette case In the left 
breast p ocket of their tunic, 
Sup er­ 
p osed sheets of p ap er have alway s con­ 
stituted, even in ancient wars, on ex 
eellent shield. 
Dr. Laurent's statistics show from 
82 to 81 p er cent of bullet wounds, 
from 13 to 17 p er cent of shrap nel 
wounds and 1 p er cent of wounds by 
cold steel. 
Infection by the p rojectile 
w as observed In 40 p er cent of cases 
by shrap nel and from 10 to 28 p er cent 
of bullet wounds. 
T he num ber of wounds cured without 
any 
comp lication 
was 75 p er c e n t 
Shrap nel 
bullets have a much 
less 
p enetrative force than rifle bullets, at 
any rate when the shrap nel does not 
burst close to the soldier. Shrap nel bul­ 
lets are very often found embedded 
in the clothes, but never rifle bullets.

PAINT THE SCREW HOLES. 


T h * n Y o u C a n Use T h e m Ov er and 
Over A g a i n W it h o u t Trouble. 
Many jiersons experience consider­ 
able difficulty In getting screws to bold 
in screen doors aud other movable con­ 
veniences which are put up aud taken 
down frequently and which are held 
in place by screws. 
The holes occu­ 
pied by the screws become worn, end 
the screws are often quite loose, caus­ 
ing door* to sag and be otherwise out 
of proper order. 
Bit* of paper, strings and small 
piece* of wood are u*» *d to partially 
till up the holes so a* to cause the 
screw* to be tight, but these work out 
and cause great annoyance, and a bet­ 
ter method ia greatly desired. 
A coat of paint on the Inside of the 
screw holes is the most satisfactory 
remedy for such an annoyance. 
When screw* are removed paint the 
hole* with a small penctl brush or a 
bit of cloth twisted and dipped in the 
paint. 
When the paint tills the creases 
made by the thread* on the screw and 
thoroughly 
dries the screw will tit 
tightly the 
next time It Is thrust iuto 
the cavity. The pa luting should 
t>e 
done each 
time the screws are re­ 
moved, and it will protect the wood as 
well a* uiaUe the holes ready for the 
readjustment of the door or other ob­ 
ject which bn* to be changed quite of* 
ten,—Philadelphia North American.

Th® Cover Fire Bell Was Rung Way 
Back In King Alfred's Time. 
W hat is the curfew? Its etymology 
carries Its history with it 
Tho word 
comes from the French oeuvre-feu 
(cover fire), a bell tolled at evening aa 
a signal to the inhabitants to cover 
fires, extinguish lights and retire to 
re st 
It Is erroneously said to have 
been instituted In England by Wil­ 
liam the Conqueror as an arbitrary 
bit of tyranny, and the nursery his­ 
torian has waxed sentimental over the 
wrongs of the conquered Saxon, and 
conjured np pictures that must be 
balm to the downtrodden Celt 
Even 
Thomson tells us: 
lT*e shivering wretches at the curfew 
sound 
Dejected eunk Into their sordid beds. 
But the conv re-feu was known be­ 
fore Willism's time, both in England 
and on the continent 
He did, indeed, 
issue an edict on the subject, and al­ 
though this edict may incidentally 
have helped to put down the Saxon 
beer clubs, which were hotbeds of 
political conspiracies, its primary aim 
was as a precaution against fire. That 
danger was an ever present one in 
those days of chimneyless wooden 
houses. 
The ancient city ordinances of Lon­ 
don abound in stringent fire regula­ 
tions. 
None of them, however, was 
more effective than the “cover fire” 
bell, which as far back aa the time 
of King Alfred was rung in certain 
places in England. 
William’s edict 
rendered compulsory an ancient cus­ 
tom. 
But it was a wise legislative 
act and not a bit of arbitrary tyranny. 
We find plenty of early traces of the 
custom or its equivalent, as, for in­ 
stance, the blowing of a born at the 
market place In continental Europe.

How to Blow Out a Lighted Candle 
Twelve Feet Away. 
The distance from which un average 
man can blow oui a candle rarely ex­ 
ceeds three feet. 
If he is an adept at 
blowing smoke rings, however, a can­ 
dle uia.v be «■extinguished at twelve feet. 
Of course the smoke isn't necessary. 
An ordinary air ring will do and has 
the added advantage of being invisible. 
Simply pucker the mouth as you would 
to blow a smoke ring and expel air In 
a quick, sharp manner. 
It takes a 
good deal of practice to do it 
Ait easier way to abow the effect lf 
one is doubtful is to place a sheet of 
cloth or canvas over tho open side of 
a box otherwise closed, making a 
small, 
rouud hole in another side. 
Then tap iu a sharp manner on the 
canvas and invisible air rings will tm 
produced. 
If the hole is pointed at a 
person’s face and the rings are made 
he will feel them as they strike his 
face. 
Only a few trials are necessary 
to extinguish a candle at twelve feet. 
To render the rings visible a smudge 
may be burned in the box. or a small 
dish of ammonia may be placed side 
by side with a small dish of hydro­ 
chloric acid, the combined fumes of 
these liquids making a dense smoke. 
Tho explanation why one can put out 
the candle at twelve feet is that the 
energy of expulsion is conserved aud 
practically all retained In the smoko 
ring, while a simple blowing has to 
set in motion a whole si ream of air 
aud is therefor© wasteful. — Chicago 
Record-1 fern Id.

Sept. I.—The French war of* 
fi< e issued a full, frank statement in 
regard to the operations of the past 
week it admits several reverses and 
heavy losses, but says that at no 
point has the army been really de­ 
moralized.

Those Caused by Shrapnel Are 
Liable to infection, 
A French doctor who went through 
the recent Balkan war gives an inter­ 
esting account of wounds and how 
they are got. 
Dr. Laurent’s experience shows that 
in modern warfare, where the soldier 
fires under cover as much as possible, 
lying prone in a trench, bullets from 
the enemy either hit bim on the bead 
or catch bis bands. The right hand is 
protected by the rifle, so that it is the 
left that gets h urt 
Many soldiers have had their lives 
saved by the chalice presence of a 
pocketbook filled with papers qr even 
of a metallic cigarette ease in the left 
breast pocket of their tunic. 
Super 
posed sheets of paper have always con­ 
stituted, even in ancient wars, an ex­ 
cellent shield. 
Dr. Laurent’s statistics show from 
82 to 81 per cent of bullet wounds, 
from 15 to 17 per cent of shrapnel 
wounds and I per cent of wounds by 
cold steel. 
Infection by the projectile 
was observed in 40 per cent of cases 
by shrapnel and from IO to 28 per cent 
of fail let wounds. 
The number of wounds cured without 
any complication was 75 per cent. 
Shrapnel bullets have a much less 
penetrative force than rifle bullets, at 
any rate when the shrapnel does not 
burst close to the soldier. Shrapnel bul­ 
lets are very often found embedded 
in the cif) th es, hut never rifle bullets.
